Two weeks ago, the Sanate committee 
unanimously endorsed and sent to the 
White House several revisions to the 
proposed executive order, which would 
have the force of law when signed by 
Mr. Reagan. An aide to Senator David 
Durenberger, Republican of Minnesota, 
said today that while. the latest changes- 
did not "respond to ail of the commit- 
tee’s concerns," negotiations were "on- 
going" for additional changes..-'/ 

Two Senators said; for example, that 
they still objected toa provision that 
would authorize the CJ.A. to collect for- 
eign intelligence inside the United 
States, although the Administration had 
agreed to restrict such collection to 
"significant " inf ormation and to state 
that such activities were the primary re-
